Story of Reverence and Joy 


“O come, all ye faithful, 
joyful and triumphant, 

O come ye, O come ye 
to Bethlehem! 

Come and behold Him, born 
the King of angels!” 

“Adeste Fideles” or “Jingle, 
Bells,” “Silent Night” or 
“White Christmas” — across 
the years, hymns, carols and 
Songs have been mankind's 
way of expressing the joy of 
Christmas,

majesty of Ilundel's oratorio,

song seem to be the natural 
way to celebrate Christmas. 


Mnging First Carol 
Singing of the first Christ- 

mas carol is attributed to St. 

Francis of Assisi and his fol- 


lowers, in the 13th century. 
St. Francis arranged a Na- 


tivity scene and led the sing- 
ing of songs of praise to the 
Christ Child, 


About Many Things 

Subjects and themes for 
early carols were many and 
varied. 

English people sang of the 
holly and the ivy and the 
wassail bowl, More religious 
in theme were the English 
songs traditionally sung be- 
tween scenes of mystery and 
miracle plays. 

In Germany, France and 
Belgium, the visit of the Magi 
was a popular theme for car- 
ols, Other carols told stories 
from the Bible or legends 
from nature. 


Luther Led Way 

From the 15th to the 18th 
century, Christmas music 
found a particularly eager 


audience in Germany. Martin 
Luther, who believed music 
was a form of worship, helped 
to encourage the composition

Long after the custom of 
Christmas was revived, the 
art of carol singing lan- 
guished, 

A happy change occurred 
when, in 1719, Dr, Isaac Watts 
wrote and introduced to his 
congregation the carol, “Joy 
to the World.” This was the 
forerunner of modern Christ- 
mas carols. 


For Concert Halls 


Christmas music for the 
concert halls began to be 
created after the Reforma- 


tion. 

Italy introduced the Christ- 
mas concerto, during the 
17th and 18th centuries, Cor- 
elli’'s “Christmas Concerto” 
is perhaps the best known of 
this kind of Christmas music. 

In Puritan England, the 
oratorio became a popular 
form of music, thought to 
represent the righteousness 
in man. Handel's “Messiah” 
was performed and admired 
for this expression of pious 
sentiment, with little consid- 
eration for its relationship to 
the story of the Nativity. 

It was not until about 1900 
that “The Messiah” began to 
be performed primarily at 
Christmas time, 


In America 

In America, the composi- 
tion of carols began to flour- 
ish during the 1800's, and 
three favorite carols sung to- 
day are from that period. 

“It Came upon a Midnight 
Clear,’ one of the earliest 
American carols, was writ- 
ten by the Rev. Edmund H. 
Sears (1810-1876) as a poem, 
It was later set to music, 

“We Three Kings of Orient 
Are,’ was first published in 
1859. The Rev. John Henry 
Hopkins, Jr., wrote both the 
words and the music, 

“O Little Town of Bethle- 
hem” was written by Bishop 
Phillips Brooks in 1868, as an 
expression of his feelings af- 
ter a visit to Bethlehem. 

Music for the carol has 
been attributed to Lewis H 
Redner, an American organ- 
ist, and also to a tune from 
early English hymnals.

Hanging mistletoe in the 
home is a tradition which 
originated with Druid priests. 
These ancients believed the 
plant was a sign of peace and 
hope.

Plum pudding, too, has its 
legend of luck, but here the 
good luck comes in the mak- 
ing of the pudding. Every 
member of the family must 
stir the pudding while it’s be- 
ing made, if good fortune is 
desired, says an old English 
tradition. 

Fruit cake is one of many 
specially-baked cakes that 
are part of the food-and- 
feasting customs of Christ- 
mas. These also are said to 
bring good fortune and good 
health. 


Rich, elaborate cookies and 
special breads add to the 
flavor of the holiday season.

English folk festivals of the 
Middle Ages crowned a “Lord 
of Misrule,”’ who directed the 
holiday celebrations.

Shepherds watched, angels 
Sang and wise men traveled 
far to-behold the miracle of 
the first Christmas. 

Since that holy night a mul- 
titude of legends and customs, 
both religious and_ secular, 
have developed as part of the 
holiday. Each legend was once 
told, each custom once ob- 
served for the first time, and 
though origins of many tradi- 
tions are now lost in time, 
other Christmas “firsts” have 
been recorded for posterity. 

There are historical Christ- 
mas “firsts,” attested by church 
records and by scientific re- 
search into the early years of 
Christianity, as well as “firsts” 
of later history and “firsts 
that blend faci with myth, 
Setting the Date 

December 25 was first as- 
Signed as the date for the 
celebration of the Nativity in 
about the year 320 A.D.. Since 
the New Testament was writ- 
ten as religious instruction 
rather than history, the exact

It was finally the task of 
American artists and writers 
to create an image of Santa 
Claus such as we know today 
Washington Irving, among 
others, contributed to the 
concept of Santa as a jolly 
holiday figure, while Clement 
Moore, in his famous “Visit 


from St. Nicholas” (“Twas 
the Night Before Christ- 
mas"), added to the concept. 


However, the notion ‘of 
Santa Claus which really 
captured the imagination of 
young and old alike was 
drawn by the American car- 
toonist Thomas Nast in 1863. 

Yes, that’s Santa all right, 
with his fur-trimmed suit, 
Shiny black boots and long 
white beard. Just the way 
we've always known him — 
or so it seems.

Retailers Warned Of 
Price Posting Deadline 


Dwight T. Baptist, Dis- 
trict Director of Internal 
Revenue Service, today 
warned allretailersin Ala- 
bama that Price Commis- 
sion regulations require 
them to post their base 
prices before January 2, 
1972, Under these regu- 
lations every retailer must 
display his base prices 
prominently in each de- 
partment in his place of 
business making this in- 
formation openly available 
to the public, 

Those items for which 
base prices must be post- 
ed are determined by the 
retailers’ total sales in 
their last fiscal year; 

Less than $100,000, 
Those 40 items that had 
the largest dollar sales 
volume during their last 
fiscal year, or those items 
that accounted for at least 
50 percent of total dollar 
sales during that year, 
whichever is less, These 
retailers may consider 
themselves as a single de- 
partment for the purpose 
of the base prices posting 
requirement, 

More than $100,000, 
Those items in each de- 
partment that had the high- 
est sales volume during 
the last fiscal year, or 
those items that account- 
ed for at least 50 per- 
cent of total dollar sales 


in each department during 
that year, whichever is 
less, In addition, these 
retailers must post base 
prices on all of their food 
products which are not ex- 
empt from price regula- 
tions, 

The important point for 
retailers to remember, 
Mr. Baptist said, is that 
base prices must be post- 
ed prominently in each de- 
partment where the items 
for sale are displayed, 
Prices are not considered 
to be displayed ‘‘promin- 
ently’” if a shopper can 
obtain access only through 
requesting base price in- 
formation from the re- 
tailer or one of his em- 
ployees,

VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 
IMPROVEMENT URGED 


Improvement of vocational 


education programs in the 
nation's schools was urged by 
the National Association of 
Manufacturers. 


In a recent statement filed 
with the General Subcommit- 
tee on Education of the House 
Committee on Education and 
Labor, the NAM said that 
there are “too few good pro- 
grams” specifically designed 
to meet manpower and stu- 
dent requirements. It said 
substantial improvements are 
needed if vocational educa- 
tion is to be effective. The 
NAM also said that: 

* Secondary vocational ed- 
ucation students could be 
served better by programs 
which integrate both aca- 
demic and occupational train- 
ing into a total environment 
education, 

* The diverse educational 
and occupational needs of 
vocational education stu- 
dents could be satisfied better 
by a broader, more flexible 
range of programs. 

¢ Systematic and_ stand- 
ardized methods of evaluat- 
ing programs based on results 
(job placement) should be 
utilized, 

The NAM noted four fac- 
tors which explain the ina- 
bility of secondary vocational 
education to attract large 
numbers of high school 
students: 

¢ The current social em- 
phasis on a voilege degree, 

¢ Students’ view of some 
jobs as menial, dirty and in 
general undesirable, 

¢ The higher cost of some 
vocational education pro- 
grams compared with aca- 
demic education. 

The NAM also noted that 
the effectiveness of vocational 


education is hampered by the 
lack of student familiarity 
with the world of work, the 


lack of program 
and limited
